SEA TRIPS TO BEAT DOCTORS, 


Englishmen Who Comes to New York 
and Leaves on Next Steamer, 

When the White Star liner Arabic 
arrived at her dock Tuesday afternoon, 
says the New York Herald, a prosper- 
ous looking man, wearing a fur-lined 
overcoat, was the first passenger to 
come ashore. Following him were 
two porters, one of whom carried a 
steamer trunk and the other a ralise.

The passenger wie John Sharman, 
a wealthy manufacturer of Halifax, 
England, and his hobby is making 
quick railroad and eteainship connec- 
tions. Frequently Mr. Sharman bas 
crosed from Liverpool and caught 
a steamer back with lees than twelve 
hours to spare. Often there has been 
only one hour between the time of 
his arrival and the time of his de 
parture, and on one occasion there 
was less than one-sixth of that time. 

“This is my seventy-nlnth trip,” said 
Mr. Sharman. “I come over twice a 
year and of late I have been very suc- 
cessful in making connections between 
ships. 

“Why do I do it? Well, to beat the 
doctors. I don’t believe there is any- 
thing like sea alr to set one up. 
Whenever I can slip away I take a 
ship, come over her and then turn 
around and go right back. In this 
way I can get at least two weeks of 
cruleing. 

“Oh, I shouldn't call this a close 
connection at all. Why, two years 
ago. when I landed here on the Ovcean- 
fe, it was just nine minutes before the 
Majestic’s sailng time. I had my 
luggage hurried off and examined and 
with two porters carrying it and fol- 
lowing me on the run, we reached the 
other ship just in time. 

“Ob, yes, I have remained longer 
than a few hours at a time {In New 
York. Fact is, I have been coming 
over here for about thirty-five years, 
and have traveled al! over the United 
States.”
